mails,

The magazine, which purports 


to give the inside story on events 
and persons of prominence or no- 
toriety, is published 
at Mount

After the suit was filed, the Post 


Office Department confirmed 'to a

Forest Fires 
Are Believed 
UnderControI 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP) —The 


state division of forestry fire con- 
trol announced today that the scat- 
tered fires that have 
blackened 


more than 170 square -miles' of 
forest areas. in California during 
the past week were virtually all 
under control: 


"Most of them are now 90 per 


cent under control and we expect 
complete control by tonight," said 
Fred Herber, a fire dispatcher. 
"The only danger is from wind. 
We believe we' can hold most of 
the fires in check if we don't get 
a big blow." 


There .was one exception in the 


report. A 600-acre, fire 10 miles 
north of Etna, in Siskiyou county, 
blew up last night 
and . fanned 


over 8,500 acres and still:remained 
completely out of cqrttrol' today. 
The fire, in the Klamath National 
forest, is many miles from the fire 
that threatened to destroy Yreka 
yesterday. 


The firefighters had 
brought 


nearly all the major blazes under 
control, mainly by brute endur- 
ance and the help, in some areas, 
of bulldozers that plowed out fire- 
breaks. Remarkably, 
only about 


11 men have been' injured in the

Forest Fires 
Are Believed 
UnderControI 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP) —The 


state division of forestry fire con- 
trol announced today that the scat- 
tered fires that have 
blackened 


more than 170 square -miles' of 
forest areas. in California during 
the past week were virtually all 
under control: 


"Most of them are now 90 per 


cent under control and we expect 
complete control by tonight," said 
Fred Herber, a fire dispatcher. 
"The only danger is from wind. 
We believe we' can hold most of 
the fires in check if we don't get 
a big blow." 


There .was one exception in the 


report. A 600-acre, fire 10 miles 
north of Etna, in Siskiyou county, 
blew up last night 
and . fanned 


over 8,500 acres and still:remained 
completely out of cqrttrol' today. 
The fire, in the Klamath National 
forest, is many miles from the fire 
that threatened to destroy Yreka 
yesterday. 


The firefighters had 
brought 


nearly all the major blazes under 
control, mainly by brute endur- 
ance and the help, in some areas, 
of bulldozers that plowed out fire- 
breaks. Remarkably, 
only about 


11 men have been' injured in the

Forest Fires 
Are Believed 
UnderControI 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP) —The 


state division of forestry fire con- 
trol announced today that the scat- 
tered fires that have 
blackened 


more than 170 square -miles' of 
forest areas. in California during 
the past week were virtually all 
under control: 


"Most of them are now 90 per 


cent under control and we expect 
complete control by tonight," said 
Fred Herber, a fire dispatcher. 
"The only danger is from wind. 
We believe we' can hold most of 
the fires in check if we don't get 
a big blow." 


There .was one exception in the 


report. A 600-acre, fire 10 miles 
north of Etna, in Siskiyou county, 
blew up last night 
and . fanned 


over 8,500 acres and still:remained 
completely out of cqrttrol' today. 
The fire, in the Klamath National 
forest, is many miles from the fire 
that threatened to destroy Yreka 
yesterday. 


The firefighters had 
brought 


nearly all the major blazes under 
control, mainly by brute endur- 
ance and the help, in some areas, 
of bulldozers that plowed out fire- 
breaks. Remarkably, 
only about 


11 men have been' injured in the

Forest Fires 
Are Believed 
UnderControI 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP) —The 


state division of forestry fire con- 
trol announced today that the scat- 
tered fires that have 
blackened 


more than 170 square -miles' of 
forest areas. in California during 
the past week were virtually all 
under control: 


"Most of them are now 90 per 


cent under control and we expect 
complete control by tonight," said 
Fred Herber, a fire dispatcher. 
"The only danger is from wind. 
We believe we' can hold most of 
the fires in check if we don't get 
a big blow." 


There .was one exception in the 


report. A 600-acre, fire 10 miles 
north of Etna, in Siskiyou county, 
blew up last night 
and . fanned 


over 8,500 acres and still:remained 
completely out of cqrttrol' today. 
The fire, in the Klamath National 
forest, is many miles from the fire 
that threatened to destroy Yreka 
yesterday. 


The firefighters had 
brought 


nearly all the major blazes under 
control, mainly by brute endur- 
ance and the help, in some areas, 
of bulldozers that plowed out fire- 
breaks. Remarkably, 
only about

Forest Fires 
Are Believed 
UnderControI 


SAN FRANCISCO, (UP) —The 


state division of forestry fire con- 
trol announced today that the scat- 
tered fires that have 
blackened 


more than 170 square -miles' of 
forest areas. in California during 
the past week were virtually all 
under control: 


"Most of them are now 90 per 


cent under control and we expect 
complete control by tonight," said 
Fred Herber, a fire dispatcher. 
"The only danger is from wind. 
We believe we' can hold most of 
the fires in check if we don't get 
a big blow." 


There .was one exception in the 


report. A 600-acre, fire 10 miles 
north of Etna, in Siskiyou county, 
blew up last night 
and . fanned 


over 8,500 acres and still:remained 
completely out of cqrttrol' today. 
The fire, in the Klamath National 
forest, is many miles from the fire 
that threatened to destroy Yreka 
yesterday. 


The firefighters had 
brought 


nearly all the major blazes under 
control, mainly by brute endur- 
ance and the help, in some areas, 
of bulldozers that plowed out fire- 
breaks. Remarkably, 
only about 


11 men have been' injured in the 
combat ' that 
has
